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COUNCIL BACKS 
CONSTABLE IN 
COURT STAND 



Comment on ah editorial in 
the Stouffville Tribune was 
made this week by N. L. 
Mathews, K.C., crown attorney, 
when requested by The Era and 
Express to explain the Whit- 
church township discussion of 
slot-machines. 

Whitchurch township council 
at its last meeting appointed a 
delegation to interview the 
attorney-general concerning the 
destruction of slot-machines 
after seizure and conviction. 
The council apparently acted 
after hearing representations by 
Township Constable Robert 
Windsor. 

'The magistrate makes an 
order of confiscation at the time 
of conviction." explained Mr. 
Mathews. "The machine or 
machines then remain in the 
custody of the court clerk for a 
period of 30 days, the length of 
time for appeal, and then arc 
destroyed by the clerk. 

"Any money found in the 
machines is turned over to the 
province. 

"In this instance I am inform- 
ed that the constable took the 
machines away and has been 
asked to return them to the 
court." 

The Stouffville Tribune says: 
"Because of certain aspects sur- 
rounding the seizure of slot- 
machines in Whitchurch town- 
ship by the local police, the 
municipal council considered it 
advisable last week to confer 
with the attorney-general's de- 
partment respecting the disposi- 
tion of the machines in custody, 
and if reports are reliable the 
department did not entirely 
solve the matter for the council. 

"It seems to be the custom 
that when slot-machines are 
seized and a conviction register- 
ed, the presiding magistrate 
issues an order for the demoli- 
tion of the machines by the con- 
stable or constables making the 
seizure. In this case the court 
at Newmarket did not make any 
such order, and there is a hint 
that the county police are en- 
deavoring to get hold of the 
machines seized in Whitchurch. 
When demolished these mach- 
ines might contain a dollar or 
$100 and this is supposed to be 
turned over to the crown. 

"In view of this fact the mach- 
ines ought to be opened in the 
presence of several official 
parties. If such a course was 
required by the attorney -gener- 
al's department there would be 
no scramble about who did the 
opening. 

"A little more publicity on the 
slot-machine game in York 
county would be wholesome. It 
is needed, otherwise it would not 
be necessary for a municipal 
council to take up the fight on 
behalf of its township constables, 
who claim they ore not getting 

the whole-hearted support of the 
Newmarket court." 

A. M. Mills, court clerk, told 
The Era and Express that tech- 
nically he and the magistrate 
were supposed to destroy the 
machines, hut that in practice 
the York county police chief, 
George Stuart, had carried it 
out, turned the money contents 
over to himself, Mr. Mills, and 
that he had forwarded tho 
money to the province.

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DREAMING DREAMS 

Wendell Willkie says that the good corning out 
of this war will be pretty well limited to the 
post-war planning that is done while the war is 

In progress. Now is the time to plan and get 
people to agree to co-operate in doing new things. 

We in Newmarket could do a lot for our town 
by just sitting down together and doing a little 
planning, a little dreaming. If yob dream a 
dream there is always a chance of it coming true. 

For example, the motor-car industry* busily 
engaged in war production at the moment, is 
planning radically new cars, not for the first 
post-war year but for, say, five years after the 
war Is over. In the course of its dreaming the 
Canadian industry guesses that annual sales of 
motor-cars might total $195,000,000 yearly after 
the war as compared with $132,000,000 averaged 
from 1936 to 1939. That estimate is based on 
three percent of a national income of six and a 
half billions. 

Where are these motor-cars to be used? There 
will have to be new highways and wider high- 
ways. Why should not Newmarket make its 
suggestions about Ontario's new highways? 
There is still the Peterboro-Orangeville highway 
to be completed, and there is the old dream of a 
highway which would sweep into Newmarket 
frprn Armitagc, along the former radial right-of- 
way, and oh along the right-of-way to Sharon 
at least. Surely such a highway leading to Lake 
Simcoc and Haliburton would be one of the most 
popular the province could build. 

There was an association formed some years 
ago in Sutton, to attract tourist traffic to the 
Simcoe and ifallburton playgrounds. It is time 
to start dreaming again and this time Newmarket 
might well lend a hand. 



come to them after the war even at a time of un- 
employment, supplementing their unemployment 
insurance. 

The government, we arc told, intends to lake 
one course or the other, and is not likely to take 
the third and hard way, though it might prove 
to be in the interests of even low-wage em- 
ployees, namely, to stand fully by the wage and 
price ceilings. We do not blame the government. 
I>emocracy has advantages and disadvantages. 
This is one of the disadvantages, that govern- 
ment must yield to popular demand even when 
the populace may be shortsighted. 

If the Progressive-Conservative and C.C.F. 
leaders were to make public statements urging 
the government to stand firm, then we might 

fairly expect the Liberals to risk the unpopular- 
ity involved in refusing the requests put forward 
by organized labor. But the opposition parties 
are silent or sympathetic with labor's demands. 
As we pointed out recently, the public unfairly 
blames the government for the inconveniences 
that result from the same "total war** that the 
public demands. 

Canada needs an unpopular government today, 
one that would reduce public spending power. 
It might well increase the spending power, of 
low-wage workers, but if it did it should also at 
the same time reduce the spending power of 
higher-income groups, through increased taxes 
or forced loans or a high-pressure continuous 
campaign for voluntary savings. 

Those of us who live in northern York county 
won't decide this issue, but together with all the 
other people living in Canada we are deciding it. 
We must realize that two dollars that buy a 
basket of groceries is worth more than $2.50 that 
buys three quarters of a basket of groceries. We 
must bear in mind that we can't be at war in 
Europe without feeling the war at home. . We 
can't expect to direct 40 percent of our effort 
toward war production, and still have enough 
consumer goods for everybody to spend all their 
income on or have all the goods they want. We 
can't expect our government to take the long 
view unless we take the long view. 

. . We can't expect equality of income. We aren't 
paying the soldier "what he earns" and we 
aren't paying a lot of other people what they 
earn. We believe that the government should, 
so far as it is able, try to see that everyone gets 
the minimum income necessary for health and 
efficient work, but the government deserves 
co-operation, understanding and support in carry- 
ing out what has been, so far, a remarkably 
successful experiment in maintaining the buying 
power of the dollar.

After 
all, if Canada and the other nations of the Com- 
monwealth arc prepared to take part in an inter- 
national body such as the League of Nations, or 
whatever succeeds that body, it is hard to see 
what objection there- can be to providing for 
consultation and co-operation within the empire 
itself. 
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WAR ORPHANS 

For some lime the leaving of children "on 
their own" for the whole day has been a problem 
in Toronto and other large centres. Day 
nurseries have taken care of pre-school children, 
but school-age children are left to get their own 
meals and fend for themselves. As the search 
for labor becomes more desperate, the pressure 
on the home becomes more unfortunate. 

Even in Newmarket, Aurora, and district, we 
think, there are children being left to fend for 

themselves. In normal times the public would 
object, and there would be formal charges of 
neglect. At the present time it is left to parents 
to decide for themselves. Mothers no doubt often 
think that the money they can earn now and 
save for the future will be of more advantage to 
their children than the care they might otherwise 
give them at the present time. There is many a 
mother too who no doubt wants to help out some 
hard-pressed employer or some other mother 
who thinks she can't carry on any longer with- 
out help. 

We would make two suggestions, first, that 
employers should as far as possible try to make 
sure that they are not employing a married 
woman at the expense of her children, and 
possibly to make some allowance in hours of 
work that would enable her to do as much as 
possible for her children, and, second, that 
parents themselves bear in mind that the early 
years of a child's life are the most formative and 
that habits and characteristics established in the 
early years are likely to remain.

. £ friend visited the United States a couple of 
weeks ago. He went to a favorite restaurant in 
Michigan where he used to purchase a dinner at 
a cost of from $1 to $1.50. On this visit the 
minimum price was $2 and many customers were 
ordering dinners costing $2.50, $3 and $3.50. That 
is inflation at work. A person earns more but 
his earnings buy less. 

In Canada we have been comparatively for- 
tunate so far. Price and wage control and food 
rationing have maintained fairly well the buy- 
jog power of the dollar. 

It is in everybody's interest to maintain the 
buying power of the dollar, even though many 
groups may consider it in their particular in- 
terests to break the price ceiling or the wage 
ceiling. 

It is being said at Ottawa that Canada now 
faces a crisis and a major decision, to be made 
by people or government. The national war 
labor board has apparently recommended modifi- 
cation of the wage ceiling, as a result of repre- 
sentations made by organized labor. Afraid of 
the consequences, afraid that general wage in- 
creases might be a step up the "winding stair," 
the government is said to be considering an al- 
ternative plan, namely, acceptance of the Marsh 
social security report recommendation of a bonus 
of $9 per month per child. 

Organized labor leaders favor wage increases, 
for the reasons, we suppose, that they would 
receive credit for wage increases, they would 
receive dues nut of wage increases and also in- 
creased wages might prove a more permanent 
gain. 

Additional money put in the hands of people 
who need It, whether it comes as bonus or 
wages, puts additional pressure on the* available 
food and clothing and would tend to put prices 
op and values down — but If lower-paid families 
need additional income greatly in comparison 
with more fortunate fellow citizens they should 
have it 

As between wage Increases and bonus, em- 
ployers who arc not paying excess profits tax 
will prefer the bonus. Moat employers would 
prefer the bonus, we should guess, because they 
Will not have to find the money either by. re- 
ducing their tax payments or by getting per- 
mission to increase their prices.

WHAT OTHERS THINK 

BUSINESS NOW A SIN 
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(Financial Post) 

Few United church laymen have probably ex- 
amined the report of the committee on Evangel- 
ism and Social Service, Toronto Conference, 

1043. 

Here are a few of the recommendations and 
views v/hich that report puts forward. 

Discussing plans for the postwar world the 
report comments that; /'Many plans brought for- 
ward seem to be intended to operate under a 
continuance of the capitalistic system which per- 
petuates 'free enterprise and private initiative,* 
still leaving the means of production and distri- 
bution of the necessities of life in the hands of 
the privileged few, which system proved to be 
inadequate in pre-war days." 

This 'report, which was distributed just prior to 
the Ontario election, states: "We would urge the 
necessity of political action . ... by open support 
of those candidates in dominion, provincial and 
municipal elections whose avowed policy most 
nearly coincides with our interpretation of the 
social action necessary to bring about a more just 
and equitable society in which all will have the 
opportunity to fulfill their God-given destiny*' 

The report goes on to urge the necessity of get- 
ting "a new way of doing the world's work." 

Under the heading "The Church and Labor" 
the report stales in part: "We helieve that the 
next great battle of the kingdom of God is to Im 
fought on the industrial and economic front. We 
do not suggest that an unjust and outmoded 
economic order is the only evil thing in our iron- 
temporary society, but it is our conviction that 
it is the major issue and marks the point at which 
the tension between the old order and the new 
reaches the upheaval stage." 

The report declares that while "No one Is dis- 
posed to regard the labor movement as synony- 
mous with the kingdom of God," the United 
church and organized labor ought to "get 
together - . . both co-operating at. the point of 
the major Issue of the hour . . . There must be 
closer identification of organized religion with 
organized labor and a more courageous partici- 
pation in the struggle of the workers on the part 
of the church." The report recommends that 
"responsible representatives of labor be invited 
to present their case to congregations at Sunday 
services or on other opportune- occasions."

LIQUOR CONTROL 

(Fort Erie Times-Review) 

It does not seem to us that Premier Drew de- 
serves acclaim for retaining Hon. A. St. Clair 
Gordon as chairman of the liquor control board 
of Ontario. Admittedly, the business of regulat- 
ing supplies of alcoholic beverages is a difficult 
one to administer; and especially so since Hon. 
W. L. Mackenzie King put on "the full armor of 
God." 

But so many arbitrary, unreasonable regula- 
tions have been put into effect by the LCBO in 
recent months that doubt as to the good judg- 



ment and temperamental congmity of its direct- 
ing head is justifiable. 

For example, Mr. Gordon, whose name shall 
not . prejudice our opinion, must know of the 
wholly undesirable and irritating necessity for 
citizens in most urban localities to line-up out- 
side brewers' warehouses, sometimes for an hour 
or more, before they can make their legal pur- 
chases of beer; also; the futile journeys caused 
by warehouses selling out their quotas early, and 
closing before the appointed hour. Failure to 
correct this situation can only be interpreted as 
evidence of callous indifference to public in- 
convenience. 

For the shortage of faeefrMfe Gordon is not 

responsible; that has been caused by Mr. King's 

restriction of production coupled with increased 
consumption. But the very purpose of ration- 
ing beer, or anything else, is defeated Unless 
everyone gets his fair share of what is available. 
That has not been the case with beer. Those 
who can, and are willing to go early to the ware- 
house, and wait maybe for hours for their turn, 
are liable to get their full allotment; others are 
likely to get less— or none at all. 

•Obviously the present monthly ration of 35 
small bottles or 18 large is higher than is justi- 
fied by available supplies. Accordingly, it 
should be reduced to that point which would 
make it possible for every holder of a coupon 
book to obtain the quantity to which he is en- 
titled — and that without tiresome waiting or 
finding the brewers* warehouse sold out before 
the legal hour of closing. 

In the matter of spirits, no explanation was 
forthcoming, when the individual monthly quota 
was 133 ounces, why only one bottle could be 
obtained on any one day. People who required 
two bbttles.for some special occasion were com- 
pelled to make two visits to the liquor store on 
separate days. The extra visits usually caused a 
waste of gasoline and rubber in the case of Fort 
Erie, due to the location of the store. Mr. Gor- 
don has only himself to blame for the prevail- 
ing belief that this regulation was purely 
capricious. 

Many other arbitrary rulings could be cited, in- 
cluding the one which compelled all licensed 
hotel-keepers to buy a new stock of beer glasses 
when the WPTB permitted draught beer to be 
reduced to nine ounces for ten cents. But 
enough has been said to substantiate our belief 
that Premier Drew made a mistake when he re- 
appointed Mr. Gordon to his job.

Many outstanding players 
took part in the semi-final 
games, but without a doubt the 

outstanding player on either 

team was a member of the 

juniors. from Montreal. He was 
the effervescent, fun-loving Max 
Macon, Never in our life have 
we heard of a pitcher batting 
in the clean-up spot of a batting 
order. Yet that's where Macon 
started in last Wednesday 
night's game and he came 
through with three hits in four 
times at bat. One of the base 
knocks was a double. 

V V V 

Macon isn't old as ball players 
go, yet he has been pitching 
since 1936 when he broke in as a 
St. Louis Cardinal farm-hand 
with Columbus of the American 
Association. In those days 
Macon wasn't a soft ball pitcher 
like he is now, relying almost 
exclusively on his stuff and cun- 
ning to outwit the opposing bat- 
ters. Instead, in those days, he 
was an overpowering hardball 
thrower. His fast ball went 
sizzling into the catcher's decker 
and his curve ball had a whip- 
like snap. 

V V V 

Branch Rickey has said re- 
peatedly that the Max Macon of 
that period had all the requisites 
of one of the brightest pitching 
prospects he has ever scon. 
Tremendous things were ex- 
pected from Macon when he re- 
ported to the Cardinals in the 
spring of 1938 but the uncertain- 
ties of a baseball career inter- 
vened. Macon developed arm 
trouble. Almost overnight his 
fast ball disappeared, leaving be- 
hind only aches and pains in his 
left shoulder. ," 

V V v 

Two years- ago the pain in 
his shoulder wouldn't let him 
pitch for more than a couple of 
innings at a time. That is, if the 
batters would let him stay 
around that long. Max never 
expects to get back his fast ball. 
That's gone, something he can 
never hope to retrieve. But he 
says he may be a better pitcher 
without it. Necessity has forced 
him to experiment. He has had 
to develop a new stock-in-trade 



and he is convinced that next 

year he can go back to the 
majors and win there regularly. 

V v v 

Only 27 years old, a great 
career could open for him. 
Macon's chief stock-in-trade is a 
replica of Carl Hubbetl's famous 
screwball. In fact Hubbell 
taught him to throw it It was 
in the spring of 1940 that 
Hubbell and Macon -met and 
Hubbell taught the Dodger 

farm-hand all the finer points of 

his famous pitch. Max has 

mastered it so well that he uses 
it in every game. 

V V v 

During his arm trouble days 
in the minors. Max Macon 

thought seriously about turning 

to the outfield for a career. He 
always believed he could hit 
well enough to win a place 
there. When the Dodgers sent 
Macon down to the Royals a 
few weeks ago Macon asked to 
play in the outfield. 

v v V 
At first the idea didn't sound 
so good to Fresco Thoxnpson, 

manager of the Royals. Then 
the Dodgers recalled Luis 03 mo, 
the regular centre-fielder of the 
Montreal club, and an outfielder 
was needed. Finally, they turn- 
ed to Macon and since that 
time he has more than held his 
end up. He is the leading batter 
on the Montreal club right now 
and his fielding has been up to 

par. So good in fact that they 
move Gibby Brack over to right 
field when Macon goes to the 
outfield. 

v v v 
But perhaps the outstanding 
characteristic of Macon is his 
love to win. Outside of old Jack 
Tistng of the Buffalo club there 
is no one in the International 
League that can put on the 
crowd show that Macon can. 
Recently he was thrown out of 
the game for questioning a ball 
and strike decision from centre- 
field. Max couldn't see whether 
the decision was right or wrong

wars, but he has also had some-

In the first Great War he 
served in the British merchant 

marine until, after being tor- 
pedoed and on the open sea for 
> S6 hours, he was discharged as 
raedkrally unfit. He then served 

in the Canadian army until . a 

German bomb deprived Him of 

"his right leg. 

In this war he served in the 
Canadian army, r at \ Newmarket 
camp as dietitian, until he was 
discharged as medically unfit. 
"He thereupon joined the merch- 
ant marine a%d has been to 
Britain twice. / . 

Both times; he was in Britain 
he has seen nis two sons. Red- 
. -vers and Gkprge, who have both 
- T>een overseas with the army 
•over three years. His son-in-law, 
Lieut. AL A. Sugden, has also 
"been overseas for three years. 

Mrs. Lewis too knows some- 
thing about war. She was be- 
fore her marriage Margaret Ann 
Williams of Ottawa. Her father 
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was killed/overseas during the 
first Great War. She married 
Mr. Lewis, then a Canadian 
soldier, Sept 23, 1918, just 25 
years ago today, at St. James 
cathedral, Toronto. 

They went to Britain to live 
and stayed there from 1919 to 
1923, when they returned to 
Ottawa. 'Diree years ago they 
came to Newmarket 

Besides having two sons and 
a son-in-law overseas, Mrs: 
Lewis has three brothers. in the

Fall-sown annuals for early 
summer bloom arc a possibility 
that most gardeners overlook. 
It simply means that you select 
those that are hardy, in other 
words, those that would usually 
self-sow. 

Sown this month, many of 
these will germinate and live 
over winter as seedlings, de- 
pending on where you live as to 
the relative hardiness. 

You might try to sow Borne of 
the following, either where they 
are to bloom, or it they are not 
too difficult to transplant, in 
rows in a cold-frame: corn- 
flower, cosmos, calendula, Cali- 
fornia poppy, snapdragon, nt- 
gella, anagallis, n i c o 1 1 a n a, 
crowallla, and annual larkspur. 
If you are in a sheltered spot 
you might be able to use agera- 
tum, annual phlox and many 
others. 

\ Now Is the time to move and 
divide peonies. They like a sun- 
ny, well-drained, situation. See 
that the crown is only two 
inches under the surface, and 
be sure, in dividing the plant, 
that each division has several 
buds. In order to see the buds, 
it is a good policy to shake off 
all loose earth or to wash the 
roots. Work some well-rotted 
manure in the soil around the 
roots; Do not use fresh manure; 
If necessary, most perennials 
may be moved in early October, 
but the roses are better left till 
spring. 

Save all your this year's seed 
catalogues. Many seedsmen 
say that they may not be able to 
send out catalogues next year, at 
least not with colored illustra* 
tions, and the one you have on 
hand will be handy for 
reference, . 
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Mail Parcels By Nov. 1, 
W. P. Mulock Advises 



Christmas boxes will have a 
much longer distance to travel, en- 
tailing more handling and realign- 
ment, to reach many members of 
Canada's fighting services this 
year. To enable all the dominion's 
men and women overseas to re- 
ceive their gifts from home in time 
for Christmas day, the postmaster- 
general. Hon. William P. Mulock, 
K.C., M:P., call3 on the public to 
mail early for Christmas overseas 
—not later than Xov. 1. 

The date Is ten days earlier than 
last year's closing time, hut with 
many Canadians serving in the 
Mediterranean areas, etc., the 
"deadline" has been advanced to 

meet the rapidly changing condi- 
tions. 

The public is cautioned to lose 
no time hut to mail early for 
Christmas overseas — now and dur- 
ing October— the earlier the better 
to ensure the -timely arrival of the 
anxiously awaited gift. The more 
distant the forces may lie from 
Canada, the earlier their Christ- 
inas mail should be sent. 

Citizens are requested not to de- 
lay until the last, minute to post 
their gift parcels but to mall early 
and so prevent congestion by giv- 
ing the post office opportunity to 
give their mails prompt handling 
and to arrange for adequate cargo, 
space, which because of the ship- 
ment of war supplies is necessarily 
limited. Thousands of Christmas 
parcels (last Christmas " season 
more than 8»£ million pounds) 
and other mails reaching the post 
office on or after the closing date 
would delay delivery by accentuat- 
ing the difficulty of speedy handl- 
ing and make it impossible for 
sufficient cargo space to he found 
aboard the last steamships depart- 
ing Willi the Christinas mails to 
ensure all parcels and letters 
reaching their destinations in time. 

A giftless Christmas day would 
dawn for many men and women in 
uniform overseas, turning the holi- 
day Into a day of disappointment 
instead of cheer, for which even 
the later arrival of their parcels 
could not compensate. Citizens 
can prevent tills from happening 
by mailing early— well before Nov. 
1. It Is also suggested Uiat to help 
facilitate the provision of shipping 
space for the overseas Christmas 
mails to the Canadian forces that 
each sender should voluntarily cut 
down as far as possible on tho 
weight and size of each Christmas 
package, notwithstanding the fact 
that the maximum weight of a 
parcel at reduced rate is set at 11 
pounds. 

They will thus cnanlo the post 
office to forward the maximum 
number of parcels In the space 
available aboard each ship, and^so 
make deliveries In time for all. 
Thoro Is the most vita! need of 
full co-operaiion by the public, for 
this year the poet office expects an 
all-time record In tho overseas 
volume of military malls will be 
established and Is already prepar- 
ing in every way possible to 
handle and expedite the influx. 
Greater care than ever before is 
necessary on the part of mailers, 
In the preparation of their over- 
.was parcels, Sn order to avoid de- 
lay. 

Address all malls In Ink, fully, 
clearly and without misleading ab* 
breviathms. Ho sura lo place re- 
turn address on cover— also 
include a slip In the parcel bearing 
sender's address as well as 
address of parcel. Prepay all mail 
correctly. 

Parcels should bo packed com- 
pactly enough to resist tho pres- 
sure of other mails la the sack 
and tho handling In transit— each 
article In tho parcel firmly secur- 
ed. Use strong corrugated con- 
tainers, not light cardboard boxes, 
wrap in several layers of thick 
wrapping paper, and tie securely 
with strong cord. Do not use 
fancy Christmas- tissue paper for 
wrapper, or colored ribbons to tie. 
Parcels may be sewn in strong 
cotton, or similar fabric. 

Jams, syrups and any other su> 
stance likely to le*k *nd spread, if 

lent at all, must be enclosed In 
sealed containers (not glass bot- 
tle*), surrounded with absorbent 

material in corrugated cardboard,
